| that the greate mileries 
andealamities which the Jews ſuf- 
fered by the foꝛte x opp2eſſ's of Aa⸗ 
huchodondloꝛ andthe Babilomans, 
came not vppon them bychaunte but 
by the ozdinice ⁊ pꝛouidente of God, 
fothis viſion whiche S. John moſt 
liu*ly fetteth befoze vs, cheweth in 
like maner, that the decay and ruine. 
the afflictions , and perſecutions of 
the Churche in this latter time, and 
what loeuer is done in the woꝛld by 
Imichzilte and his members, is not 
tolled at auenture by hap,but gouer⸗ 
ned by the hande, and certayne pꝛoui⸗ 
dente of God. And it is right neceſſa- 


ty fo vs to knowe, that foꝛtune and 
A. lil. chance 


chaunce rule ndf the roſte in mens 
matters, ruffling and tombling 
all thynges confufedly „ ag Epi⸗ 
cures Dilciples thinke, but that 
G O Dis the o2derer , diſpoſer, 

and gouernoure of all the thinges 
that bee done in the woulde. Foz 
it is not paſlible for ds toquietoure 
ſelues. when wee conſider the long 

and greate p2oſperitie , and luckie 
Cucceile of faiſe teachers, of Chꝛi⸗ 

ſtes open and p2ofeſſed ennemies, 
of moſt vngodly, cruell, barbarous, 

and wicked men „ bnieſſe wee bee 
ſtapde with this, that G O D rus 
leth, oꝛdzeth, and gouerneth alto⸗ 
gither , and therefoze that there 
. all bee an ende of the raging of 
tyzannous perſecuters „ and that 

the gouerner of all, (hall tourne 

all to the iuſte deftruction of the 
wicked, to the comfozte of hys cho- 

ſen, and to the aduauntemente of 

vys owne glozye, Igayne, = 


Jooke bppon dure priuate ſtafe, and 

call to coumpte oure frailtie , and 
infitmitie, the manyfolde diſea-- | 
ſes. and miſeries wherebnto we 
are. .ſubiecte , what comfozte can 
wee haue, oz what ende of mour⸗ 
ning and loꝛr owe, it we be not per⸗ 
ſwaded that Goddes Pꝛouidence 
reachech vnto bs , and oꝛdzeth all 
that comme th vppon bs, not as ſes 

meth vnto bs, but as he bnoweth to 
be beſt foꝛ vgs _ 


But here J muſte warne you of 
two notable faultes, One is of 
them „Whiche when they heare vs 
ſaye , that all thynges comme to 
paſſe , by Goddes Pꝛoupdente; 
thynke , and 3 irme, that wee 
teach? that 6 OD is the autho?2 
of all che fintull actes that are done 
in the wozlde. Whiche is moſte 
falſe , moſte hozrieble , and de⸗ 


tettable, either to be ſpokk, oꝛ thoght. 
Jon it is as impoſſible for God, 46 
is altogither good, to be the authoz 
of euill, as it is impoſſible foꝛ him to 
leaue of his godhed and to be no moꝛe 
God. Idle ſay then conſtantly, and 
with all vehementie of minde; that 
God is the authoz ot no euill, and we 
meane it not ſo, that bycauſe God 
wozketh it thertoꝛe it is good, thogh 
of it lelfe it be kuil, but we mean, that 
he is in deede the p2oper wozker, and 
cauſe of no euill, that euill and linne 
ipꝛing not from him but from the de⸗ 
uill. and front u, and that he is ſim⸗ 
ply, and merely the autoz x wozker 

of good een both when he 
wozketh by hiniſelfe , and when he 
workethby z in vs. And yet we laye 
that norhingcommeth topaſle with⸗ 
oute him,#* that he oꝛdzeth. dilpoleth 
tEpereth and bꝛingeth fozthtoltghte 
all the euill actes that are done in the 
woꝛld. But it is one thing to btter, to 


hung 


bung foxth,to dicpole, and oꝛder mens 
euills, ⁊ it is another thing to work, 
and to cauſe euills in men. It is 


thing to make an inſtrumente enill; 


and it is another thing to ble an eutll 
inſtrumente, being alredy ſo made by 
an other. To make an inſtrums t euil, 
is euill, to vle an euill inſtrument, is 

not euili ſimplp, yea to he an eutil in⸗ 
ſtrument to good ends is good. Sa = 
tan and our owne will hath made vs 
all euill inſtruments. God though we 
be now made il inſtrumẽts, vſeth vs 
well, Sathan, and oure owne wyll 
hath wꝛoughte and cauſed wicked⸗ 
neſſe in vs all, God moderareth, re⸗ 
pꝛeſſeth, ſtirreth vp, a bꝛingeth foꝛthe 
the euill, that Sathan and we haue 
tauſed in our ſelues, ſo that we vtter 
no parte ofthe euill that is in vs by 
Sathans enuie and our owne faulte 
and follie, but where and when it 
pleaſeth God the gouernoure of the 
bniyerſall woꝛld. Ind thus J 5 


is not harde-fo bee pertepued, that 
though nothing come to paſle be- 
ſides Goddes Pzouidence , yet hee 
is not the authoure and worker, 
and very caule of anye manner of. 
eupll and lintull acte. Foz he woz⸗ 
800 not euill in oure hartes, but 

ynding eutll there already wzou⸗ 
gte, hee either Roppeth , and re- 
pꝛeſſeth the lame, o2 Nirreth it bp, 
and bungeth it fooꝛthe, and ma⸗ 
keth it knovone to the wotide, 2s 
hee knoweth to mate moſt2 foꝛ hys 
gioꝛpe „ and foz the pzolite of yys 
cyoſen. 

The other faulte is of them, 
whiche acknowledge O D to 
bee the ruler, and gauerner of all 
thinges, and pet they inde. kaulte in 
his gouernemente. Foz they aſke + 
why G O D pꝛouided not other- 
wiſe in the beginning, than that 
Sathan choulde bing manne to 
tranſgreſſion: why hee ſtopped =

hys enterpꝛiſe at the firſte , koꝛ iv 
choulde there haue bin no euillinthe 
Woꝛlde, oꝛ why nowe he doth not de⸗ 
ſttoy all wicked men, all the aduerſa« 
ries of his ſonne at onte, oꝛ make 
them all good men, that we mights 
line a quiete, happie, and pleaſaunte 
lite withoute miſerie, withoute mur⸗ 
muring, without filthines of maers, 
in all puritie and godlineſſe, wheras 
now the woꝛld is full ot calamitie:

Shal a cunning artiſicer alter his 
wozke,bycauſe a folich bncailfull mi, 
can ſeme to himſelfe to find a fault in 
it No man in this life can attaine to 
a full reaſon of gods doings. But we 
Gallſee in this part of the ſcripture, 
that they whiche are nowe departed 
oute of this life, and line in a better 
life,find that godhath donealthings 
molt wiſelp, iuſtly, and oꝛderly, wher⸗ 
bnto they coulde not fully attaine, 
while they lived in this woz!d?, But 
though J (aye, that men in this Iyfe 


cannot attayne to a full ànowledg 
and reaton of all gods doings, pet 7 


denie not, but — they haue ſome 
knowledge and ſe ſome reaſon in his 


doings. Foz touching the fir queiti- 


on; 


terpaiſe at the beginning, thenSas 
thans wickedneſſe and mis frailtie, 
thẽ gods righteouſneſſein puniſhing 
inne, and his moſt wonderfull goods 
neſſe tnfhelongpurpoſed befo2e,and 
nowe perfozmed incarnation ofhys 
ſonne, coulde neuer haue binknowne. 
And touching the letõd queſtion that 
he now ſuffereth Fntich1iſt to mate 
fuch an hurley burley and confuſton 
in the woꝛlde, therein his wiſedome 
and righteouſneſſe appereth plainely 
in bꝛinging to light the outtagious 
naughtynelte of men, andinftetking 
the repꝛobate with delerued blinde⸗ 
neſſe. His mercy alſo and goodneſſe 
chineth foꝛth moſt clerely in ſauing a 
preſeruing his choſen, in the middeſt 
of al errots and blindues, in the mid⸗ 
deſt of all ſtumbling blocks and dan⸗ 
ers, which is no leſſe fo be maruel⸗ 
led at, than the lauing ot the noble 
childzen of the Hebꝛues _— in

on, it God had hindzed Sathans enn 


the hot burning ouen. But now that 
IJ haue Gewed you the ende of this 
viſion, wyth ſome aunſwers to the 
obiections of men; cithervizgobly v2 
bnlearned, J will buiefely Chew you 
theſumme ,and ſo come to a moze 
particular conſideration ot᷑ the texte. 
This is the viſio in ſumme. Inhea⸗ 
uen there e a thꝛone of im⸗ 
periall maieſtie: Uppon this thzone 
there ſitteth one holding a booke in 
his righte hand ſealed with flue ſea⸗ 
les.

This ts the 
lumme of the viſion, which requiteth 
a moe particular declaration.

foxce, and the complainte-is made 
without cauſe. But you wil lap, that 
there was no faulte in Aoam, ifthat 
were neceſſarily to be done, that hee 
did. J dente the conſequence, Foz ik 
he did willingly bꝛeake Gods com- 
maundement, as it is euident, with- 
out compulſion, there was a faulte 
great inough in him. The deuill doth 
thoſe things neceſſarily,that he doth, 
and cannot chooſe but do them, pet bi⸗ 
cauſe hee doth them willtugly with- 
out compullion, thoꝛough the rage of 
his naughtie will, he is iuſtly to be 
damned. So though Adam didthat 
muſt needes be done, yet bycauſe hee 
did it without compulſion, thoꝛough 
a manifeſt faulte ot his owne, hee de⸗ 
ſecued da;nnation. Fox it is not all 
one todo a thing of neceſſitie, and to 
do a thing ok conſtrainte. Foz God 
doth good ne:eſfarily, and cannot do 
otherwiſe; and yet he doth not good 
conftraynedip. The deuill as Jche⸗ 
wed you, doth eutll neceſlarily, and

not the lame conſtrainedly, butmoſt 
willingly. Ind thus, neither man noꝛ 
deunt can excuſe their faulte, by o 
oꝛdinance, aud by netellitie. o 
Goddes 02dinaunce compeilethney- 
ther man noz deuill, to do ill, and ſo 
leaueth a place to their ownefauite; 
Foz they do that they moſt Deſire, 
and woulde ds none otherwife' to 
chooſe. It men wyil ſer this, they 
muſt put of the old ſpectaties of fleſh⸗ 
ly bleard eyes, and deſire of God a 
new ſight ,and to be made egle eyed 
of him. Heare nowe the ſecande ar⸗ 
gumente. Sinne, and death came in⸗ 
to the woꝛlde by the enuie of the de- 
uill, and the naughty contupiſtente 
of Adam in tranſgreſiing Goddes 
commaundemente-, but the ennie 
of the Dewll , and the naughtie 
concupiſcence of Adam „ were con- 
fraryebnto Goddes wyll: Ergo it 
was not Goddes wyll that Adam 
choulde ſinne. J graunte that 
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tan do none other, and yet he dothe 14 


Adams mughty cottcupiſcence, and 
the deuils enuie, atr cotrary to gods 
will; if vou meane by gods will, that

But Þ pꝛay pou, what 
ſay they to this, that S. Auguſtine 
laith: that by the ſame their acte, 

Gods will was kulfilled vpon them⸗ 
Here they giue themlelucs and bs 
leaue and ſpace inough, to bzeathe.

pꝛiuation, andabſence of righteoul⸗ 
neſſe, whiche is a deſtruction ot na⸗ 
ture, foꝛ whiche God abhoꝛreth the 
creature, chat is detiled there with. J 
graunte they meane ſo, and teache ſo, 
and ſo meaneth S. Auguſtine to, but 
ſeing the vnlearned cannot make a 
difference and diſtinction, of nothing 
negatiuely, and nothing pꝛiuatiuelp, 
noʒ can well vnderſtand what pꝛiua⸗ 
tionis, though they be taughte, that 
darkneſſe is the pꝛiuation of lighte, 
and death oflite, our Ariſtarches ſhould 
leaue thoſe termes to ſcholes, and 
teach the people as the truth is, and 
as they may eaſtly bnderſtand, that 
ſinne is a qualitie repugnant and cõ⸗ 
trarie to gods lawes. Foz they are 
better acquainted with this woꝛde 
qualitie, than with this word pꝛiua⸗ 
tion. And Logicians permitte, that 
pꝛiuatiõs halbe teferreꝭ to the ſame 
pꝛedicament. that thoſe things be in. 
wherebnto they are contraties. Is 
fo2 example, darkneſſe om 4 
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light, and light is aqualitie,therfoze 
darkneſſe chalbe referredtothe ſame 
houſe. So ſinne is cantrary to tigh⸗ 
teouſneſſe, and is 3 
qualitie, therefoze we ſhall put ſinne 
in the ſame-pzedicamente and rowe, 
that righteouſnes is in, and ſay, that 
linne is a qualitie, whereby mannes 
nature is coʒrupte and marred, and 
ſo made woꝛthy to be caſt away, and 
condemned-of God. But nowe theſe 
good men leaue their reaſoning, and 
giue bs good counſatle. Foꝛ they bid 
bs bee wary, and forbeare to ſpeake 
ſuch thigs, as the wicked may turne 
to euil. But ſo we ſhal teaſe to pꝛeach 
the mercies of God. Fox wicked men 
tourne that to eutll, FozthePapiſts 
lap, that by pzeaching of Gods mer⸗ 
ties, we emuurage men to ſinne. Ind 
ſome wicked men perchance take oc- 
caſton thereby in dede , to ſinne the 
moꝛe boldly. But they play the ſophi- 
ſters and take non cauſam pro cauſa: Foꝛ 
the very cauſe indede of mes ede 

eha⸗ 


behamozis their inwatd boiling ſin⸗ 
kull luſt, and not our pꝛeaching. 

Wheretoꝛe we may notfozbeareto 
ſpeakr the truth „ bicauſe euili men 
can wing things to ruuit purpoſes; 
But now let vs com tothe ieſſõ, that 
theſe good ſcolemaſters haue giuen 
vou, wherby ye are taughte to ouer⸗ 
thꝛow choꝛtiy, and without ſweate, 
whatſoever we can alledge, foz the 
maintenaceof6ur ſentence. Foz whe 
it is ſaide;that it was gods wil that 
Adam chuld ſinne, you muſt ſay, that 
God ſuffered Adam to ſir, +fo foꝛtij. 
But theſe ſufferers, that tourne all 
gods doings into luſftings, pꝛeatily 
fuffer thẽtelues to be begtied; ifthey 
weene, that manp will ſtreight way 
belreue them. Foꝛ ſhall we lay that 
god ſuffredthe:Jurs to offpire Chꝛi⸗ 
ſtes death, wihẽ the holyGhoſdſetth; 
his hãd foicoꝛdained it⸗ Mh Micha 
ſaith to Ahab. Lo the loꝛd hach giuen 
the ſpirite of lying into the mouth ot 
al thy Pꝛophets, is that not hing — 
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but God hath ſuffered thy Pzophets 
 folte-Wh#godbiddeth the lying ſpi⸗ 
tite to go, # to deceyue Fhab, I trow 
he doth more, than ſufter him to go. 
—.— this, as thogh this woꝛd [uf 
rig might no way be alcribed to god 
but J ſay,that they are euil ſcolema- 
ſters, that teach ou to turne al gods 
doings into ſuft cings, and pet teache 
vou not in what 175 vou hall take 
the wozdſuffring. Foꝛ ſuffring is ta- 
actübep wats, emay ſuffer a thing 
with our will, and wee may ſuffer a 
thing againſt our will. He ſuffereth 
alſo a thing to be done, that medleth 
not at al with the matter. And he ſuk⸗ 
freth a thing to be done, that is cõ tt. 
and agreeth that it (hall be done. It 
they lay, that God ſuffreth Adam to 
ſin, as one 5 wold not medle with the 
mater.$ts plaine ſacrilege,x robbeth 
god of his honoꝛ. Jfthey wolde ſigni 
in ſayings god ſuffereth Adam to 
lin, v he was not p pꝛoper worker x au 
tor of his ſin, but oꝛdained Ada to _= 
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bySathans pzoper working, # hys 

owne fauite, then they meane, as we 
mean. Indthẽ their maruelaus high 
jeſſon is vaniched into ſmoke. Now 
to make an ende, thus J truſt you ſee 
that J ſtand vnwounded, and vnhurt 
againſt theſe ſoꝛe bloudy blowes. It 
any man thinke that Jhaue bin to 
quicke againſt them that be aduerſa- 
ties in woꝛds, and not in meaning let 
him conſider, that Jhaue not had re- 
ſpect to them onlp, but alſo tothe pa» 
piſts, whiche earneſtly ble toe lame 
weapõs againſt vs. Jud further, by⸗ 
cauſe I trauail to mainteine the glo⸗ 
ry of my god, which ſhineth to the da⸗ 
ſelling ol wicked mẽs eies in the hole

Bitz our deedes he is ſurelnoftẽ⸗ 
den, but hee is delighted with that;

Neyther can hee repente him ofthe 
thing, that he hath once purpoled, noꝛ 
change his purpole. Foꝛ that ſhoulde 
argue ſome imperkection in dim, 
which cannot be in the diuine nature. 
Wheretoꝛe the godly are out ol daun⸗ 
ger and keare ofthis tentation. Fox 
they belecue not only that God is 
theit father, but that he will euer be 
their father. Foꝛ he is father to none, 
ſauing to thoſe whome he infallibly 
chole befoze the foundations ok the 
would were laide, whome in time he 
giueth to his ſonne to be ſaued, and 
preſerued foꝛ euer: Foꝛ no man can 
take them out of his hand, and thoſe 
that come to him, he caſteth not out. 
WMherefoꝛe, ſith no man, noꝛ deuil can 
take them out of his hande by fozce, 
and ith hee hath no will to caſt them 
out, ſthep are ſafe, and ſure foz euer.

tes, by his owne coꝛrupte nature; 
— ſtirreth him to btter thole ſecrete 
l02es „net that God made, but that 
mũ had by coꝛrupting and poyſonung 
his nature, which God at the begin⸗ 
ming made good. So it is true, that 
God tempteth no man ta euiil, which 
hee hath not, but God mateth hym 
btter the ruill which he hath, and as 
it were, pulleth the adderout of his 
hvale.

ple, to make his naughty diſtruſt in 
God tznowne, and to puniſh the peo⸗ 
ple which had offended him with o⸗ 
ther ſinnes. Howbeit God was not 


the authoz and worker of Dauids 


diſtruſt, no2 of the peoples ſitme , but 
moued Dauid to ſhewe fooxth that, 
wherebyalthe wozld might lee, that 
God tuſtty puniſhed him.Fgaine we 
haue in the. rii.of the ſeconde boke of 
kings, theſe woꝛdes. Behold, ſaithe 
God, by the pꝛophet Nathan, to Da: 
uid after he had committed abhomi⸗ 
nable adult erie, and ſlayne innocente 
Utie, J ſtirre bp euil bppon thee, out 
ol thine owne houſe, and J will fake 
thy wiues inthy ſighte, and deliuer 
them to thy neghboure; aud hee (hall 
lie with thy wiues, inthe lighte of 
this funne. Foz thouhaſt wzought in 
ſecrete, but J will do this thing = 
02 


foze all Icraell t. Nowe though it 
tame to paſſe by gods oꝛdinance, that 
Ablolon lay openly with Dauids 
not in Ablolom that vile adulterous 
minde, but bſed that naughty minde, 
that Abſolom had, to punich Dauids 
chamtul adulterie and murder. Tou⸗ 
thing the ſeconde matter, that God 
tempteth no man to euerlaſting dams 
nation, ſome alledge the pꝛophet E⸗ 
ʒechie l, where God ſaith: Þ will not 
the death of a ſinner, but rather that 
he (hall tourne and liue. Ind Sainte 
Paule to Timothe:God will haue al 
mentobe ſaued. 

To theſe ſcriptures, this is myne 
anſwere. Where god ſayth in Ezechi⸗ 
ell, that he will not the death ok a ſin⸗ 
ner, wee muſt bnderſtande it of thoſe 
ſinners, whom he hath choſen befoꝛe 
the beginning of the woꝛld to be con⸗ 
uerted, and to liue. Foz it is euidente 
by S. Paule, that God hathe ſome 
beſſels of w2ath,ozdayned to 3 

ion. 


tion, and therfoze he ginethFhem by 
foz euer ta wallowe intzeir ſinnes, 
and in them punicheth one linne with 
another. Jtanymanthinke it vniuſt, 
that God ſhoulde o2datne-ſome to de⸗ 
ſtruction, and pumſh ſinne with ſin, 
let him chewe, that they were not 
woꝛthy to be oꝛdained to deſtruction, 
and to beſo puniſhed. God then will 
not the life, and conuerſton of thoſe, 
whome he hath appointed to deſtruc⸗ 
tion. Foz then his will choulde be a⸗ 
gainſt his owne decree. IMheretoze 
as J ſaid, we muſt bnderſtande, that 
he willeth the life, and conuerlion of 
them whome hee hath appointed to 
laluation, and of none other. Fo? 
when S. Luke ſaithe, that as many 
beleeued, as were appointed to cuer⸗ 
laſting lite, he teacheth thereby, that 
the reſt which beleeued not, were ne⸗ 
uer appointed to euerlaſting life. And 
who can ſaye, that it is gods will to 
laue any beſtdes his owne appoint⸗ 
mente: It anp man will take theſe 
Woꝛdes 


woꝛds, God willeth not the death of 
a ſimer. toʒ God delighteth notſims 
ply and abſolutely in che deathe of a 
ſimmer,butfo2 a cert᷑aine teſpecte, ths 
hebꝛue worde, Kaphers, which Ezechts 
el vſeth is hal fauoure #Helpe their 
bnderſtanding. know in dede what 
maner of obtection ſome rauing vn⸗ 
learned fpirits make againſtthis vn⸗ 
derſtanding,but it may be aſſoone cõ⸗ 
futed, as teher led. Foꝛ they lay, that 
god willeth nothing, wherin he delt- 
tcth not. Foꝛ wil ſay they, being a po⸗ 
wer of the mind, which hath hir free 
working in choling ⁊ deſiring, oꝛ in 
rekuſing and not willing, willeth nos 
thing but that wherin it delighteth. 
Theſe ſilly ſduls cannot make a diffe⸗ 
tẽte betwene willing of a thig foꝛ it 
ſeife,x willing of a thig foꝛ acertaine 
purpoſe. ⁊ not for it ſeife. It their lap⸗ 
ing were true, mẽ in a tempeſt mighe 
not caſt their goods into the ſea, foꝛ ſa 
uig of their owon lives. vnles they des 
lited in ö loſſe of their goods. Judges 
might 


might not will theeuestobehanged, 
bnleſſe they delighted in their hang- 
ing. and ſo the firſt pooʒe men chould 
— 1 — 
murtherers. Pea, lo they aftirme 
that God could haue no wilt that his 
ſonne (houlde be to2mented, bnleſſe 
he delighted in his toꝛmẽte. And then 
they ſay, either, that C hꝛiſt was crus 
cified whether God wold oz no, and 
againſt his decreed will and oꝛdi⸗ 
nance, oꝛ els they alligne to God that 
Jabhoꝛre to vtter foꝛ the falfneſle of 
it, and abhomination. But we will 
comber oure ſelues no farther wyth 
Cuch dotings of bzainſicke men. 
Touching the woꝛdes of Ezechiel, 
they may be allo choꝛtly thus vnder- 
ſtanded, that Gods will is not, that 
any ſinner conuerted, and repentant, 
Call die. Where Sanct Paule ſaith, 
on God will all men to be ſaued, he 
fighteth not againſt himſelfe, but 
meaneth that God hath choſen ſome 


of ail ſoꝛts and ſtates, whome he wil 
bꝛing 


> re ny ofhis truth. 
butbyraule. we cãnot 6now certain- 
lp which they be. S. Paule biddeth 
vs pay fo all ſozts of men, foꝛ aings 
and noble men, which yet ſeeme kar⸗ 
theſt from God aud godiineiſe, Fo2 
God among ail ſoztes of men hathe 
ſome whome he will ſaue. I'nd thys 
is no new expoſition, thougy news 
men ble it. Foz this is an old woꝛne, 
and well knowne ſentence. Diſtribur'o 
eſt, non pro ſingulis generum, ſed pro generi- 
bus ſing ulorum, quia de qualibet conditione 
hominum aliquos — "3008 ad vitam 
Which woꝛdes teach, that Gods wil 
is to appointe to lite, and ſaue ſome of 
tuerp ſoꝛte and condition, and not e⸗ 
uery one of all ſoꝛtes and conditions. 
And ſurely it is mere madnelle to lap. 
that God will ſaue moꝛe than hys 
ſonne wold pꝛay foꝛ. The woꝛdes cf 
hys ſonne whoſe will agreeth wyth 
the fathers in all things are wel kno⸗ 
wen. Þ pꝛav not for the woꝛlde, lait 
he, but foꝛ thoſe whome thou haſt g: -

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uenme. Why it is not Gods will fo 
ſaue all, I know not thozoughly:that 
it is not his will Fknow:# Pknow 
that whome ſoeuet he codemnekh, he 
condemneth iuſtiy. And herein J ap⸗ 
peale to the conſtientes of al men. 
Foꝛ no man liuing in the wonde, can 
auotde,but that he chall bee conſtrays 
ned to graunte, that there is in hym 
moſt iuſt matter, and moſt iuſt cauſes 
of damnation. Foꝛ all men are defiled 
with linne and ſinne was not in them 
by their creation, but they pulled it 
vppon them, and wꝛought it in them 
ſelues, declining from their firſt tate, 
Do all men are woꝛthp, to be lefte in 
the puddel of the filthy linnes wher⸗ 
in they haue willingly dꝛouned thẽ⸗ 
ſelues, and in the ende to be damned. 
And lo God is iuſt, it he giue them o⸗ 
uer inthis like, to þ wickednes, wher⸗ 
of the bery cauſe and roote is in them 
ſelueg, by their owne pꝛocuremente, 
and it he appoint them to euerlaſting 
puni hinente after this life , _— 
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they haue tuſtly deſerued thozough 
their manifoulde hozrible offences. 
Nowe J wold tarie you no longer, 
ſauing that as often as we ſpeake af 
this matter, rude men ruche in, and 
think to roote bp all with their twi⸗ 
fold \noutes. Foz if it beſo that God 
hath alredy foꝛeappointed whome he 
will laue, and whome hee will con⸗ 
demne, then ſay they, pꝛeachings and 
erhoztations be baine, and ſuperſlu⸗ 
ous, aud it ſkilleth not how men liue. 
Fo: the repꝛobate can no waybe la⸗ 
ued, and the cholen can no way be dã⸗ 
ned. Yerebnto the godly Wail aun⸗ 
were, firſt that it is not ſuperſtuous 
to pꝛeach to the repꝛobate, foꝛ therby 
their damnation is made iuſter, and 
they are dꝛiuẽ farther from all excuſe. 
And to the cholſenit is right fruteſu: 
Foz therbyit pleaſeth god to awane 
their ſleepie lluggichnes, ⁊ to quickẽ 
their dul members. Foꝛ God woꝛketh 
two wapes in them, by his Ipirite 
within, and by his woꝛd witheut. By 
G. ij. his 


his ſpirite hee lightneth their darke 
minds and new frameth the ir croked 
harts. By his wmd hee ſpurreth the 
fozeward, andinfl ameththeintode- 
ſ::e, andtoſzcke newhicſſe of life. It 
then od will vſe his woꝛd as an in⸗ 
ſtcumem. when he will ſew the effi- 
cutie, mighty woꝛking ofhis hand, 
With what fare can any man ſap, that 


pꝛeaching is ſuperſluous tothe cho⸗ 


ſen? It God will that way prepare 
them to his farther working in the, 
{h:ilany man fo2bindehtmtobſlethe 
meane that ſemeth good to him-Se- 

condip, where they ſaye, that it (hall 
not ſuiil how men liue, we will deſire 
them to bnderſtande, that the repꝛo⸗ 
bate, thoꝛough their wicked life, and 
heaping of linne vppon ſinne, make 
their damnation and toz mente moze 
getudus. And as fox the cholen, they 
üudp: net indede ta line wel, that they 
my win ie heauen, but they ſtudy to 
liue weil, bycauſe heauen is atready 
tgeirs, They noune not to mat:

themſelues Goddes Childzen tho⸗ 

roughgood wozks, but bycauſe thep 
bee Goddes Childzen therefoze they 
wozke well. They ſaye not bycauſe 
we are already ſaued, we will do no 
good woꝛkes, but they laye, bycauſe 
wee are ſaued therefoze we will tu- 
dy to do good woꝛkes, andtoſhewe 
ourſelues thankefnil to him, who of 
his onely mercie hathe ſaued bs. 
Foz thep knowe that they are ap⸗ 
pointed to Goddes kingdome, and 
ſaued to this ende, that they choulde 
giotifie their Heauenly father tho⸗ 
rough gogd woꝛkes, and he fachio⸗ 
ned after the image of hys (onne, 
and not to wallowe themſelues in 
filthye luſtes „but to fue in puritie, 
and holpneſſe beioze G O D thepz 
Sauioure, who renueth, and refo2- 
meth all thoſe with his holy Spt- 
rite, whome hee hathe fozeoꝛdayned
